Both researchers and 
feeders are enthusiastic 
about using hormones in 


cattle fattening rations, proe 
viding they are used pro= 
perly. 

To date, hormones have 
not been as Widely used in 
Canada as they have in the 
United States where 90 per 
sent of all cattle finished 
in feedlots are fed either 
DES or MGA, The USDA 
estimates that if DES, the 
most commonly used hore 
mone, were banned, the anne 
ual cost to the consumer 
would be in the neighbor- 
hood of 300 to 400 million 
dollars because of higher

production costs, They also 
Suggest that an additional 
3,172,000 tons of feed grains

P, J, Martin, animal nut- 
ritionist with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, 
explains that synthetic hore 
mones probably have the 
effect of inducing cattle to 
produce higher levels of nate 
ural hormones, DES tends 
to lengthen the growth stage 
and, thus, to deposit more 
protein and less fat than is 
usually the case with an une 


treated animal of the same 
weight, 

Since hormones are neithe 
er wonder drugs nor ‘‘curee 
alls,’’ they cannot be expect 
ed to correct nutritional de- 
ficiencies, To obtain the 
maximum response from 
these growth promotants, 
adequate quantities of awell 
balanced ration must be pro= 
vided, Mr, Martin says, 

The expected increases in 
gain and feed efficiency for 
the various products on the 
market are listed below, Al- 
though these predicted res- 
ponses are based upon re- 
search findings, similar re- 
sults can be expected under 
feedlot conditions as long as 
properly balanced, high 
entergy rations are fed.

1, Keep cattle intake of 
lush, actively-growing leg- 
umes down to 25 per cent, 
A 40 per cent intake of al- 
falfa at the late bud stage 
should be safe. Note that 
this is considerably less 
than the 50 per cent intake 
previously used as a rule 
of thumb, 

2. Graze small areas at 
a time. This enforces rapid 
use of the pasture and re- 
duces selective grazing. 

3, Use nitrogen fertiliza- 
tion and a long period be- 
tween grazing to help keep 
legumes down to arelatively 
‘safe’ level, 

IF BLOAT IS EXPECTED: 

1, Inspect cattle hourly 
during the day. 

2. At night, put cattle on 
hay or silage, away from a 
dangerous pasture, 

3, Graze on safe grass or 
cereal grain pasture at night 

4. Encourage cattle to eat 
grass or oat hayorcornsil- 
age. It has been shown that 
cattle eating 30 per cent of 
their feed as oat hay do not 
bloat, but on good pasture 
cattle will rarely eat this 
much unless forced to do 
So, 

5. Be especially alert 
when forage is wet, and also 


after the fall frost; many 
stockmen believe that bloat 
is more prevalent under 
these conditions, 

IF BLOAT OCCURS; 

1, Have at handaplentiful 
supply of long-necked bott- 
les already filled with min- 
eral oil, Give a drench of 
four 8 oz. bottles to 1,000 
Ib. cow and six bottles to 
proportionately larger anie 
mals. Be careful to hold the 
head no higher than the 
shoulder and allow the ani- 
mals adequate time toswal- 
low and to breathe, or the oil 
may get into the lungs and 
cause pneumonia, 

2. If the animal is stagge 


ering and ‘going down’ do not 
hestitate to make a six inch 
cut into the rumen on the 
left flank to release the in- 
gesta. It will be necessary 
to get a veterinarian to sew 
up the cut but the cow will 
be saved,
